Dwight Elsenhower swapped his 
military career for a chance to be 
President. 


At his own request, the five-star 


general is retiring without pay 
from the Army he has served for 
37 years. After a final round of 
conferences hi Washington—In- 
cluding a meeting with newsmen 
at the. Pentagon—he heads for his 
Kansas home. 
In South Dakota and California, 


Republican and Democratic pri- 
maries alike were selecting presi- 
dential-nominating delegates. Dem* 
ocratic delegates were being chos- 
en in an Alabama primary and in 
a Maryland convention. 


Taft and Eisenhower were rated 


neck-and-neck for South Dakota's 
14 OOP votes. 
It is their last 


clear-cut Joust before the July 7 
convention. 


The Democratic race there, by 


comparison, was mild. Sen. Estes 
Kefauver of Tennessee 'is conceded 
a favorite over a state organiza- 
tion slate pledged to Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey of Minnesota. 


Republicans take top billing hi 


California, too, where 70 GOP and 
68 Democratic delegates votes are 
at stake. Officials look for 3,600,- 
000 votes from the 5,300,000 regis- 
tration. 


California Gov. Earl Warren is 


backed, by the state's leading Re- 


publican presidential nomination.' 
He haa accused political foes of 
waging a hate campaign and, last 
night, said they spent a half- 
million dollars in an effort to de- 
feat him.

BRITISH PLACE 
SIEGE AROUND 
RADIO BERLIN 


Berlin (JP) — British military 


police threw a barbed wire barri- 
cade around Russian-operated Ra- 
dio Berlin today and besieged that 
Communist island Inside the West- 
ern section of the divided city. 


The surprise dawn action caught 


a guard of about 20 Russian tom- 
my-gunners inside the big Red 
brick building in the middle of the 
British sector of the former Ger- 
man capital. 


British and German police on 


guard around the barbed wire bar- 
ricade announced to both Russian 
and German civilian station per- 
sonnel that anybody inside the 
building could come out but that 
nobody would be allowed back in. 


The British troops around the 


station were issued extra ammuni- 
tion and ordered to "meet force 
with force" If anyone tried to lift 
the siege. The Russians did not at- 
tempt to make their customary 
morning change 
of the 
guard, 
arousing belief that the Red squad 
inside had orders to sit tight, for 
the present anyway.

CHINESE RIFLEMEN 


PECK AT U. N. TROOPS 


Seoul, Korea (JP)—Eight groups 


of Chinese riflemen pecked at 
United Nations defense along a 
five mile sector of the Korea West- 
ern Front hi pre-dawn darkness 
today. 


A U. 8. Eighth Army staff offi- 


cer said Allied artillery beat back 
all probes of the groups ranging 
in size up to 100 men. 


The staff -officer made no esti- 


mate of Red casualties or the pos- 
sible significance of the concen- 
trated probing attacks. 


On the Eastern front Allied 


troops west of the Satae Valley re- 
ported 1,000 rounds of Red artil- 
lery and mortar shells fell on their 
positions.

Pittsburgh (IP)—Production faded to a dribble today hi the day- 


old steel strike. Allied unemployment mounted. 


An estimated 26,000 coal miners who produce coal for steel-mak- 


ing furnaces have been laid off for the duration. Thousands of rail- 
roaders awaited similar furloughs. 


The steel industry fell from a daily production of more than 300,- 


000 tons to a tiny fraction of that amount 24 hours after the Supreme 
Court ruled the government had no right to seize the industry April 8. 


President Philip Murray of the CIO United Steelworkers ordered 


hia 650,000 workers in basic steel to drop their tools as soon aa he 
heard the decisions. His men won't work without a contract, Murray 
vowed. 


The walkout la orderly across the nation. The giant U. S. Steel 


Corp. said some of its plants were* 
not even being picketed.

Koje Island, Korea (JP)—Amer- 


ican guards fired riot guns into a 
prisoner of war compound tonight, 
slightly wounding four North Ko- 
rean prisoners defying orders. 


Prisoners In Compound 604 re- 


fused to remove clothing from the 
barbed wire fence obstructing the 
guards' view of the enclosure. The 
guards then opened fire with crip- 
pling shotgun blasts to drive the 
unruly POWs back from the fence. 


Two of the prisoners were taken 


to a camp hospital for treatment. 
The other two were given first 
aid by fellow prisoners. 


The shooting 
ralaed prisoner 


casualties for the past 24 hours 
to one dead and seven wounded. 
One prisoner was killed and anoth- 
er wounded by the accidental dis- 
charge of a guard's machlnegun 
and two were wounded 
in the 


night in an escape attempt. 


Tension in the hate-filled prison 


stockades remained high as the 
accidental discharge of a machine- 
gun killed one POW and wounded 
another in Compound 78. Prison- 
ers refused to give up the body or 
permit camp officials to take the 
wounded man to a hospital.

the steel strike—for at least two 
weeks. And then the pinch will 
come. 


Steel for factories making all 


kinds of steel products has been 
more abundant recently and the 
long-standing steel shortage was 
just about over when the steel- 
workers struck. 


The trade journal Iron Age es- 


timates general consumer steel in- 
ventories at from 30 to 60 days 
supply. Automobile makers are be- 
lieved to haVe 30 to 45 days sup- 
ply.But plant shutdowns probably 
will come before the Inventory 
runs out—if the steel strike lasts 
that long. A shortage in any vital 
steel item would make it impos- 
sible for any given manufacturer 
to keep up operations. 


* Both union and 
industry 
ex- 


pressed willingness to get togeth- 
er but neither made specific plans. 
Industry and union sources see 
little hope for an early settlement. 
Skeleton crews designated by the 
steel workers remained in the mills 
to prevent damage to costly equip- 
ment. 


Union rank and file, who have 


been without a contract since Jan. 
1, received the long awaited court 
ruling with bitterness and anger. 
Many said they are not financially 
prepared for a long strike. 


Washington 
— A bitter, all- 


out strike shut the vast steel in- 
dustry down tight today and the 
White House weighed its next 
peace move in the six-month-old 
union-management struggle. 


Leaders of both the Industry and 


the striking CIO Steelworkers' 
Union suggested renewed contracts 
talks but neither side proposed a 
date for negotiations. 


Unless the contenders get to- 


gether soon, ft was believed Presi- 
dent Truman would take some new 
action to end the strike — because 
the walkout is costing the nation 
and its crucial defense effort 300,- 
000 tons of steel daily. 


Truman had about three choices:

(2) Invoke 


the Taft-Hartley Law's 80-day 
court injunction provisions against 
a continued strike, or (3) Ask Con- 
gress for special legislation to deal 
with the situation. 


A high administration official ex- 


pressed a personal opinion that 
Truman would Invoke the T-H act, 
as many members of Congress 
have demanded. Other Truman ad- 
visers reportedly were counselling 
against this, favoring the appeal to 
Congress. 


The Supreme Court ruled 6-3 


yesterday that the president's 
April 8 order taking over the 
steel industry was unconstitutional 


Truman remained silent on the 


high court's decision, but Con- 
gress members generally applaud- 
ed it, with tome exceptions. Sea. 
Lehman (D.-Lib.-N. T.) for ex- 
ample, viewed the ruling with dis- 
may. 


Barring a quick industry-union 


agreement, the country seemed in 
for a steel strike of at least a 
week's duration.

JUNE BRIDES 


The radiant June bride, leaving the church with 


the man of her choice, is probably unaware of the 
part ancient Roman superstition played in her wed- 
ding date. 


June is the most popular month for weddings in 


North America largely because, the Romans consid- 
ered it the most propitious season—especially around 
the time of the June full irioon. 


Rome considered May bad for marriage, the Na- 


tional Geographic Society observes, but the prejudice 
against that month has been overcome in Christian 
countries. In fact, May is considered the ideal mar- 
riage period in some European nations. 


The Christian church helped in selection of May 


or June for marriage by frowning on weddings during 
Ijent or other periods of fasting or penitence. 


Today's June bride can consider herself lucky 


that she is being: married in the 20th century instead 
of several hundred years earlier. The worst she has 
to do is dodge rice and shoes thrown in her direction. 


• •"- In earlier times, particularly among, the Anglo- 
Saxons, the bridegroom was given a shoe by the 
, bride's father to denote a transfer in authority over 
the lady. By custom the gentleman tapped or struck 
his wife on the head to -demonstrate his mastery. 


Custom obliged the man to honor his lady, but 


it left no doubt as to the master of the household. 
One old law allows the bridegroom three broom- 
stick .blows on the'.bride's body, while another al- 
lows him to beat her with a stick no longer than hi& 
arm or thicker than his middle finger. 


The new wife, tossing her bouquet to waiting 


bridesmaids, doesn't know how lucky she is. The 
bouquet - throwing replaces garter - snatching that 
sometimes proved damaging. 


Old French custom granted the next marriage to 


the lass who made off with the bride's garter. Com- 
petition for this good luck token became fierce, and 
" sensible brides who wished to avoid a possible maul- 
ing left a garter hanging loose and easily available. 


Later, by prearrangement, brides started tossing 


stockings to bridesmaids. It meant the same thing, 
but it was difficult to remove a stocking from a wed- 
ding costume, and the bouquet became a substitute.

Claim Broadcasts 
May Spell End Of 
Amateur Athletics 


New York (*)—The "financial, 


pressures" created by television 
are so great that they may spell 
the end of amateur football unless 
they are checked. 


That is the conclusion reached 


by the 10-man National Collegiate 
A. A. Television Committee which 
has been working for three months 
to draw up a football television 
control program for 1952. 


As a temporary measure, the 


plan, now in the hands of the 
NCAA members for approval, will 
limit each college to a single ap- 
pearance on TV this season. Be- 
fore next year the committee hopes 
to develop an even more rigid pro- 
gram of controls. 


The 1952 plan, much less com- 


plicated than the 1951 "experi- 
mental" program, includes these 
provisions: 


(1) Network telecasting of a 


series of 12 games, on Saturday 
afternoons and Thanksgiving Day 
from September 20 to November 
29. 


(2) Only one game will be car- 


ried each day, except that on as 
many datea as practicable-small 
college games shall be included on 
a local basis, either supplementing 
or replacing series games. 


(3) Games in series shall be 


widely distributed geographically.

Keep Water Off Leaves 
For Good Garden Health 


So far as the outdoor garden is 


concerned, modern research has 
established the validity of the old 
gardener's maxim: "Give a plant 
a drink when it's dry." 


But phytopathologists, or plant, 


doctors, are insisting that so far as 
possible -water should be applied 
directly to the soil, without \vetting 
the leaves of plants. Drops of water 
thrown by a sprinkler scatter the 
fungi, they explain, and when the 
leaves are damp at nightfall, dark- 
ness and dampness combine to lavor 
the spread of disease. 


A good soil holds both water and 


air at the same time. These are 
held in spaces between the soil 
particles, 
called "pores." 
When 


there is an excess of water, air is 
driven out, and the plants suffer for 
lack of it. This occurs in gardens 
when water stands on the surface; 
and is the reason why quick drain- 
age of excess water is so important. 


Lack of water, on the other hand, 


is also harmful to the plants. A 
balance between air and water 
must be maintained. A plant will 
make the best root growth when it 
is drying the soil down. When the 
soil is soaked, and the excess drains 
away quickly, fresh air enters the 


soil to take the place of the water. 
The roots reach out for the water 
as the supply diminishes, and vigor- 
ous growth results. 


Every watering should be thor- 


ough enough to wet the soil as deep 
as the roots go. at least. This cannot 
be done by sprinkling a brief period 
every day; that is bad watering 
practice because it moistens only 
the top few inches o£ soil, and en- 
courages root growth near the sur- 
face where the soil dries out quickly. 
The soil must be soaked deeply 
whenever rainfall 
is 
insufficient 


to provide abundant water. That 
means, when less than one inch each 
week falls on the garden in summer 
time. 


Let the hose run without a sprin- 


kler, so that the water falls upon a 
board which scatters it and prevents 
washing out a gulley; or use a can- 
vas hose which leaks all along its 
length and serves as a portable 
irrigation ditch. 


In growing melons and tomatoes, 


many amateurs find that by sinking 
a tile into the ground near each hill, 
before the seed is sown, they can 
simplify the task of watering. Water 
poured into the tile is carried imme- 
diately down to the deepest roots, 
and this often results in exceptional 
growth.

Allegheny, Mother of Rail Presidents, 
Gets the Cyras K. Holliday Scholarship 


MeadvWe—1** Mn or daughter 


of a Santa Fe Railway employee 
will be awarded a full 
tuition 


scholarship at Allegheny College 
according to aa announcement by 
officials of the Atchlson. Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railroad. The schol- 
arship award comes aa commemor- 
ation of the 100th anniversary of 
the graduation from Allegheny of 
the railroad'* founder, Cyrus K. 
Holliday. 


A native of Carlisle, Penna., 


Holliday founded the Santa Fe 
and became It* first 
president. 


After receiving his degree from 
Allegheny In 1852 he was admit- 
ted to the Crawford County bar. 
One of Holliday's early legal as- 
signments involved drafting the 
contracts and charters for the 
railroad through Meadville which 
later became part of the Brie 
Railroad system. 


Anticipating the great westward 


expansion by several years ( Halll- 
day traveled to Kansas to found 
a town and build a railroad. The 
first ambition was realized In the 
settlement of Topeka. Always ac- 
tive In local and state affairs, Holli- 
day served as justice of the peace, 
delegate to state political conven- 
tions, and three-time mayor of the 
city. In addition, he acted as ad- 
jutant-general of Kansas during 
the Civil War. 


Long .troubled by the need of 


Kansas for an efficient 
railway 


system, Holliday called represen- 
tatives of Kansas communities to- 
gether for a convention to consid- 
er the problem in 1860. -This meet- 
Ing was the jumping off point for 
what developed; for, after the con- 
ventions and bond issues, the con- 
gressional petitions and the bick- 
ering, came the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railway system. Hol- 
Hday had lived to see his dream of 
a railroad from Missouri to the 
Pacific coast come true. 


Holliday Is one of several Alleg- 


heny graduates who later became 
prominent In the field of railroad- 


. William Reynolds, class of 


1837, was president of the Atlan- 
tic and Great Western Railroad 
that formed the connecting link 
from Salamanca to Akron, a unit 
of the present Erie Railroad. John 
F. Ihincombe, a classmate of Holli- 
day, was president of the Fort 
Dodge and Omaha Railroad. Ar- 
thur W. Thompson, class of 1897, 
was vice-president of the 
Balti- 


more and Ohio Railroad in charge 
of operations. William S. Twining, 
class of 1887, was chief engineer 
in charge of building the subway 
and elevated railway system of 
Philadelphia. Frank T. Darrow, 
class of 18997, was chief engineer 
of the Chicago, Burlington, 
and 


Quincy Railroad. Paul W. John- 
ston, class of 1914, is now presi- 
dent of the Erie Railroad. Mr. 
Johnston is presently serving as 
chairman of the Allegheny Col- 
lege Development Program. 


The recipient of the Atchison, 


Topeka and Santa Fe scholarship 
will be chosen by officials of the 
railroad in cooperation with the 
Allegheny admissions office.
